Saariioh Roads. 

It would Room as though the good poo- 
ple of tho Peninsula of Saaniuh aro about 
to receive justico at tbo hands of tlio 
Lunda & Works. Extensive contracts aro 
soon to be given out for tho improve- 
ment of the main trunk roads of the pen- 
insula which have been out of repair for 
many years, and numorouabridgos through, 
out tho district, which were notoriously 
unsafo, aro boing strengthened or robuilt. 
Saanicu Peninsula has heon neglected 
for a long time. A largo and industrious 
population has settled in tho district; 
houses and burns have been built; laud 
has been cleared and drained by individ- 
ual effort; tho district has ovon beon a 
heavy contributor to tho rovonuo, and all 
that was requisito to make the farmers a 
prosperous community was tho quickon- 
ing iuiluonce of governmental assistance. 
The trunk-roads wero cut out as sleigh- 
roads some fourteen years ago, and have 
remained with vory little improvement 
since that time, while tho public money 
was wasted on side-roads that too often 
led to tho doors of supporters of tho Gov- 
ernment for tho time being and stopped 
there I By the strangest perversity ima- 
ginable some men clamored for side-roads 
who were content to see the trunk-road 
remain a quagmire, to tho edge of which 
thoy could drag their produce and gaze at 
a sea of mud, which scorned to look at 
thorn and say, "Thus far thou shalt go 
and no farther." Communication with 
a market was almost impossible for llvo 
months in the year. While Huauich was 
neglected, hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars were squandered on roads in West- 
minster District that wero subject to over- 
flow, and ainco the recent spring freshet 
every vestige of the road and every bridge 
have disappeared. A more stupendous 
humbug than the Westminster road was 
never known, and if its course can still bo 
.traced through I he morasses it should bo 
christened Boaven'a Folly aftor its pro" 
jector, who, although ho may not be a 
professor of roligion, is apparently a sub- 
scriber to the doctrine of immersion. It 
is useful to consider motives; and it is es- 
pecially so in tho case of the treatmont of 
Soanich District by the late Government. 
Said a bluff farmer from North Saanich 
one day to tho ex-Chief Commissioner, 
"There's a bridge on tho west road that 
threatens to fall. Should it go down with 
a team there will bo lives lobt." "IJ010 
canyon expect the Government to repair 
your roads and bridges if yozi send members 
in to oppose them?" askod tho ex-Cliief, 
"Good God!" roared tho indignant far 
mer, as he bounced out of the office, "Do 
you place lives against votes?" At that 
time a fancy road was in process of con- 
struction from Victoria to tho Gorge, and 
the remainder of tho district was "ignor- 
ed" because Saanich had the pluck to 
send independent men to represent 
her. This conversation took placo 
bafore tho last general election. It was 
thought that Saanich would be coerced 
int) electing two Walkemites. Dogs 
will lick the band that smites them. Men 
aro made of different material; thoy have 
an ugly habit of striking back when they 
are assailed. Tho Saanich District men 
struck back at the late Govornmont and 
returned two "good mon and true" pledg- 
ed to bowl out tho Government that 
placed lives in tho scale against votes. 
Well, a new era has dawned at tho Lands 
and Works, Districts are no longer "ig- 
nored" or the livos and property of citi- 
zens plaoed in extreme poril because 
their meruborB oppose the Government. 
No district will be deprived or its fair 
share of public revenue becau.no of tho 
politics of its members, Tho important 
works now underweigh in Saanich will 
ho duplicated in other districts, and no 
man will bo denied juHticoof granted fa- 
vors in the expenditure of publio money 
because lie happens to bo opposed to or 
in favor of tho existing Government.

The 
average attendance throughout the meet- 
ing was seventy-five or eighty men ... 
Complaints having been filed agaiust tho 
various rattle and lottery men iu town, 
they were to-day judicially examined by 
Justice Scott. Mr. Jumioson withdrew 
his ralHe,and was put under four hundred 
dollar bonds to answer the offence at the 
next term of the District Court. Mr. 
Fares was bonded in the sum of S(>00 to 
answer the charge of keeping tho Pugot 
Sound Lottery, alleged to be contrary to 
law. Mr. Wildman was also examined, 
and put under bonds in the sum of §700. 

TitCE to Instinct. —Tho steamer Annie 
Stewart brought over 8 head of lino beef 
cattle from Paget Sound yesterday for 
Messrs. Goodacre .V' Dooley, and they 
wore landed in duo course; but instead of 
taking the usual route to tho slaughter- 
house, they proceeded at a furious gait 
along Wharf street, and on approaching 
Mr. Lcnevuo's grain and feed store made 
a bold clash for the establishment and 
carried it by storm. They soon, however, 
departed without doing much damage or 
consuming more than a ton of barley. 
But to have seen tho dry goods men nnd 
dealers in hardware close tlioir doors 
against tho supposed voracity of tho ani- 
mals one would have been led to imagine 
that beof is composed of blankets and 
. sheet iron. Suffice it to say that, true to 
instinct, tho beeves tackle I neither of 
those indigestibles, but went on their way 
rejoicing. 

Under Bonds. — On arrival of the 
steamship City of Panama at Port Town- 
send from this place she was seized by 
the authorities at tho instance of Mr. 
Montgomery whose mother in-law, Mrs 
Pholps, some time since fell down the 
hatchway of tho vessel and sustained se- 
vere injuries. Tho Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Co. are charged with negligence in 
tho matter and tho steamer was only d1- 
lowod to proceed on her trip nfter giving 
bonds iu the sum of 880,000. She is "li- 
hollcd"' for §10,000.

Chicago, July 7. — Reno had been fight- 
ing since Sunday noon, the 25th, until 
rolievod by Terry on tho night of the 2Gth, 
Terry's arrival caused tho Indiaus to ro- 
tfro. Reno know nothing of tho fato of 
tho othor five companies, which had boen 
separated fiom them on tlio '25th to make 
an attack under Custer's command at a 
point about four milos down tho bank of 
the stream. Custer hail apparently made 
an attack on tho Indians aud was compell- 
ed to retreat, but was out off from tho 
main body. They wero forced into a nar- 
row recess where horses and men lay 
slaughtered. Ilote \\oru found tup-bodies 
of Custer, Ins two brothers and nephew, 
Mr. Reed, Cols. Yates and Cook and Capt. 
Smith, all lying in a circle of a fow yards, 
and horo one after another of Custer's 
brave command foil. Not a man escapod 
to toll the tale. 

New Yoke, July 7. — Reno lost 95 killed 
and wounded. Custer's command was 
aniki luted. Details show that the com- 
mand ro ached tho Indian camp on Little 
Horn June 25th. Major Reno, with three 
companies, made tho attack on tho south 
and was repulsed. Loss, including Limits. 
Mcintosh aud Hodgeson and Dr.DoWolf, 
50 men killed and 5 wounded. Benton's 
command nia.lo for tho bluff ncross tho 
river and was saved from instant destruc- 
tion by the timely arrival of a battalion. 
Custer, with live companies, attacked tho 
lower part of the camp. Custer's expres- 
sion was serene. About 11,000 warriors 
wore engaged and the Indians suffered 
heavy losses and abandoned an immense 
stock of supplies Reno'd and Gibbon's 
command entrenched themselves until tho 
evening of the 2lith. The men were sav- 
ed by the opportune arrival of Terry. Cus- 
ter underestimated the enemies force, 
separated his own force, and was dofcated 
in detail. He probably misjudged the 
time nocossary to make the distance be- 
tween his own and Reno's force, thus los- 
ing the efl'oot of simultaneous attack. 

The Tribune thinks of the former that 
after 120 years the tragedy of Braddook's 
defeat is repeated on a now stage, and un- 
der conditions which increase it h horror 
and sha.no. 

Tho Herald says Never sinco tho time 
of the rebellion iias there been such a war- 
like sentiment among a people as that 
which yesterday found expression on all 
sides regarding tho bloody battle of Little 
Horn river On ono position all seemed 
agreed, to wit: That tho policy of tho 
government should be made one of dead- 
ly aggression, lookiugjto the total exter- 
mination of tho^e treacherous Indians of 
tho plains. 

Senator Paddock introduced tho fol- 
lowing bill in the Senate to day, and gave 
notice ho would tomorrow endeavor to 
call up the bill for action: Be it enacted, 
etc., that the President, if he deems it no 
cessary, be, and hereby is authorized to 
accept tho services < f volunteers from the 
State of Nebraska and the Territories of 
Wyoming, Colorado, Dakota or Utah, to 
be employed a. part of the army of tho 
United States against, tribes of hostile 
Sioux in the Northwest.

The noxt toast was^ 'Her Majosty's 
Ministors for tho Dominion of Can- 
ada.' 

Hon. Alexandre Mackenzie, upon 
rising to respond to tins toast, was 
greeted with vociferous nnd long con- 
tinued applause. Ho said: — Mr. May- 
or, and if I may bu allowed to refer to 
tho fair occupants of tho gallery, I 
should say, Mr. Mayor, ladies and gon- 
tlemen — I feel very much embarras- 
sed iu addressing a few words to you 
to-night, being simply present as an 
additional guest on tho occasion of 
your magnificent banquot to his Ex- 
cellency the Governor-Goueral; but 
sir.I recognize in tho oxprossiou which 
lias beon given by tho gentlemen pres- 
ent to tbo toast that you have propos- 
ed, that loyalty which is over to bu 
found in all British communitios to her 
Majesty's Ministers for the time being. 
We have in this country a groat task set 
before us. Wo have entered on a now 
phase of political existence. We have tried 
the Federal system of government, and it 
was not to bo expected that the wheels of 
tho now machine would always run with 
perfect smoothness. It might reasonably 
have beon expected that patience, as well 
as porseveranco, would bo required in or- 
der to give full effect to the now system 
which wo have adopted. I do not at all 
fear— I never did fear— the success of that 
system. I am glad to observe that our suc- 
cess in carrying on a system of govern- 
ment such as we have now, has given riso 
to a discussion in othor parts of the Brit- 
ish Empire with a view to establishing a 
similar system in other groups of her Ma- 
josty's colonies. (Cheers.) Wo have a very 
peculiar position to occupy on this con- 
tinent, i have pointed out in some for- 
mer speeches, that in my opinion it is for 
tho interest of humanity, certainly for the 
interests of North America, that thero 
Bhotlld bo two political systems, tho ones 
democratic people with a monarchical 
head, a people enjoying tho utmost possi- 
ble freedom that can bo enjoyed by any 
people, and at the samo time owing alle- 
giance to ono of the mildest Sovereigns 
that over swayed tho political destines of 
tho earth. Our cousins to the south of 
us possess in some respects many advan- 
tages over us. Thoy possess the fairest 
portions id the continent. Thoy obtained 
possession of many of the great avenues 
that lead to the interior of tho continent. 
They, in short, present the spectacle of 
tho oldest son of the great family at home 
getting hold of nearly all tho family pos- 
session and utilizing thou to his own ad- 
vantage, whether tho rest of tho family 
was sent adrift afterwards or not. We 
might safely say that tho law of primo- 
geniture prevailed hero as far as the Uni- 
ted Ktates wero concerned, aud the people 
resident in thoso States at the time of 
their formation into a now political un- 
ion believed that they could shut us out 
also in tho courso of time from tho one 
gaoat avenue that is left to us, that is the 
St. Lawrence (Hear, hear.) Well, Sir, 
we havo no quarrel with tho people of the 
United States. Wo wish them abundant 
prosperity. Wo wished them abundant 
prosperity whon Canada was tho only ref- 
uge on this continent for thoso whom 
thoy held in bondage— (applause) — wo 
wished them all possible success in the 
mighty effort mado by tho people to rid 
themselves of that moral blot, and nobly 
did thoy respond to tho invitation v f the 
world to do it. Wo desire now to con- 
duct tho affairs of tho continent between 
us, wo as a British community in the 
northern part of tho continent, nnd they 
as a British commnnity occupying the 
greater part of the northern portion of it, 
for after nil they are a British colony like 
ourselves, though existing under different 
political institutions. It is ours now to 
utilize tho advantages that aro left to us 
in settling that great heritage which lies 
before us, and which has boon so admira- 
bly and so graphically described by His 
Excellency to-night. Wo have now in 
the Confederation the Maritime Provinee-a 
standing away out in the Atlantic as sou- 
tinols ou duty inviting the immigrant aud 
tho tourist to visit our magnificent seen 
cry aud our beautiful cities. 

You havo in tho City of Quebec posses- 
sion, however, of the gateways to the in- 
terior of that wonderful and almost un- 
precedented highway, for it is impossible 
to find except perhaps the Amazon and 
Mississippi any other highway so grand 
and magnificent in its proportions, as our 
own Ht. Lawrence. His Excelh-ncy has 
pointed out to night very beautifully the 
position that you hold as tic one histo- 
rical city of the continent and the neces- 
sity of maintaining the peculiar features 
which at once bring all its history in re- 
view before us. It is perhaps my duty, 
as ono of the statesmen of the country, to 
call your attention to tho dutios which 
you owo to tho country and to yourselves 
in utilizing the magnificent harbor which 
you possess, and \ our undoubted advan- 
tages of carrying on an enormous com 
mercial busiuoss, so as to present to tho 
incoming emigrant and to the blooming 
tourist the spectacle of a grt at city, ad- 
ding to its natural advantages with that 
energy and perseverance wtiich is charac- 
teristio of our people. (Applause) I was 
not a little proud last year when ou a visit 
to England, and in London, to learn that 
tho toast of the Mayors and cities of the 
continont of America was ropliod to by 
the Mayor of the City of Quebec, Then 
came, 1 believe, tho Mayor of Now York 
as being the largest city ou tho continent 
and representing, perhaps, move than you 
tho cotnuiorcial interests and political im- 
portance of tho country. Hut 1 ventured 
to tell some of onr English friends in 
London that I held it impossible that the 
toast could havo fallen into more nppi o- 
nriato hands than thoso of the Mayor of 
the City of Quebec — (hear, hear) — both 
us concerns tho importance of the city 
and its ancient character. Wo have, sir, 
as I remarked a moment ago, a uorious 
task and a noble one, that of justifying 
the form of guvorument that we have 
adopted. Wo have another tank before 
us, also, that of utilizing the natural ad- 
yantagee that we possess, It had been a 
dillloult task to reach Ontario, thousands 
of miles, by one highway, but wo have 
now trodden down tho highway, and tho 
way in marked out so distinctly that there 
is no doubt of the vast multitude that will 
Beet for themselves comfortable homos in 
tho interior^ and in tho lives of many of 
thoso who aro presont we may expect to 
see millions of i nbabitants in tnst won- 
derful country of whioll wo know so lit- 
tle, but which has boon characterized 
within tho last few years by an English 
traveller as tho groat lono land. We have 



within tho last few months established 
telegraphic communication somo 2,500 
miles west of Quebec, and we hope within 
a comparatively short period to 
bo ablo to carry all tho population to that 
country without diflieulty, over our own 
railways, and through our own territory, 
to occupy the lauds Hint aro still to bo 
found there. Within the last fow yours 
Canada has sucoecdod.in planting horDo- 
mionion upon the far off shores of tho Pa- 
cific, and all will admit who have witness- 
ed the debates that havo taken placo in 
Parliament on tho final documents that 
have beon published, that it would indeed 
bo hard to establish a more lively senti- 
ment of the patriotism than wo havo in 
British Columbia. ( Hoar, hear. ) While 
wishing all possible prosperity to our 
youngest brother, it rests with the older 
Provinces to guard, to extond, to utilize, 
thoso that aro comparatively small, and 
to extond to those smaller branches in tho 
Northwest all tin 1 possible protection thoy 
can afford to do, so far as our means will 
permit us to accomplish it: and I am euro 
that thoro is nothing that iu morG dear to 
tho heart of everyone of you than to havo 
it in your power to say that you havo aid- 
ed in establishing a happy and contented 
community from the shores of ono s<m to 
the shores of tho othor. Whilo wo are 
thus extending the prestige and power of 
the British nanio, wo aro oxtonding also 
the limits of our own onco very circum- 
scribed area and population, for iu order 
to retain our political power wo must en- 
deavor to extenil our borders, to use all 
our advantages, and exercise our intel- 
lects. 

We have a vast country to inhabit. It 
has vast resources which no man at pres- 
ent can venture to calculate; but wo know 
this, that in this vast region of territory 
there exist resources far superior to thoso 
which tho Mother Country litis possessed, 
and wealth of minerals, and wealth par- 
ticularly of coal aud iron -thoso great 
minerals that go to make tho wealth of a 
nation — which will produce in a compar- 
atively near future, wealth which no man 
can at present dream of But while wo 
may be at present like tho rest of tho 
world under somewhat depressed circum- 
stances, we are not reduced to the neces- 
sity which some European nations havo 
been reduced to as I have obserbod lately 
iu tho papers, for I find that ono Govern- 
ment had. by a siniplo edict, announced 
that all its paper falling duo on tho 1st 
July would not be conside.ed matnred 
until tho 1st Octobor. (Laughter.) Per- 
haps that would be couveuiont for many 
of ns to do to-day, but it would bo very 
disastrous. We have simply to watch, 
and wait, and work, and with your work 
and earnest industry I entertain no doubt 
but that we shall bo ablo ill a very short 
period to surmount tho commercial difli- 
culties which havo caused a temporary 
shadow to fall acrors our prosperity, 
(Cheers.) Tho Government which I rep- 
resent must necesi.irily take a lively in- 
terest iu all that concerns tho prosperity 
of this city, not merely because it is your 
city, but because your forefathers with 
wonderful wisdom seized upon it as tho 
b'\st possible spot whereon to found their 
city iu order there to prepare for coming 
events. The rest of Canada cannot do 
without Quebec, cannot do without its 
harbor, cannot do without tho facilities 
which it can afford to tho growing trado 
of tho country; and it is my business to 
utilize as far as possible tho advantages it 
affords, acting with your own citizens un- 
der tho powers which you have. I am 
sorry to see that wo havo not hitherto 
used thoso advantages as extensively aa 
wo ought. I am happy that batween us, 
that is tho Government of Canada and 
citizens of Quebec, such progress may bo 
mado within tho noxt two or three years 
that it will not bo nocossary to build a 
cofferdam around a steamer when she 
comes into port to ho caulked. Wo must 
see to getting a ship into a dry spot when 
necessary. As far as the Government is 
concerned it will be its bounden duty to 
ondeavor to assist you as far as possible 
in overcoming the natural obstacles which 
still exist and providing for thoso facili- 
ties which are absolutely necessary for a 
great trade. I thank you again on behalf 
of the Government for tho toast which 
you have drank, and I would merely say 
in conclusion that it may bo my lot somo- 
titne, I do not know how soon, to meet 
here and toast another Government and 
another premier and I shall join in it as 
heartily as you havo done in tho ono giv- 
en me hero to-night. (Applause).

— A correspondent says 
that intelligence hns been received that 
Gon. ToichoragolT has turned tho Turkish 
flank at Nicsio and is marching on by wny 
of Pirot. He has already occupied Palor- 
ka. 

Tho remainder of the Russian navy fin 
the Black Soa is proparing for active sor- 
vico. Arms and ammunition aro contin- 
ually arrriviDg in Sorvia via Russia aud 
Roumania. 

London, July G. — A dispatch to Russian 
telegraphic agents reports that tho Bul- 
garians of Widden district havo risen 
against the Turks. 

Tho Pali Mull correspondent at Paris 
telegraphs that it is reported hero that 
there has boon sanguinary fighting near 
Nicsio J that Gon. Toichornagoff has occu- 
pied a commanding position and that tho 
Turks ha 70 boen dofeatod. 

Tho limes, commenting on yesterday's 
debate in Parliament on the Eastern ques- 
tion, concludes that tbo British peoplo do 
not tiiiuk it policy to pull down Turkish 
authority which thoy aided in maintain- 
ing twenty years ago but thoy will cot al- 
low thomsolvos to bo drawn into another 
Crimean war by the boliof which is pro- 
bably a more illusion that a change in tho 
disposition of tho present dominions of 
tho Sultan implies tho advance of Rus- 
sians to Constantinople. 

Earl Russell, in a letter to Lord Gran- 
ville, poiuts to tho treaty which was mado 
in 1827 betwoen England, Russie. and 
France to seeuro tho independence of 
Greece, and suggests a similar treaty to 
secure tho independence of Servia. 

Vienna, July G. — Tho Porto has official- 
ly informed Austria that she will abstain 
from naval oporuiions on thoDanube. 

London, July C— A Berlin dispatch 
says Russian officers sojourning at Bohe- 
mian watering places havo beon ordered 
to return immediately to their regiments. 

London, July 7.— A dispatch dated Ra- 
gusa, 6tb, says Montenegrin's army is 
marching in several columns unopposed 
towards Mostar. From best informod 
sources, I hoar that Turkish reports of a 
victory are entirely false. Tiohnayoff.sinco 
his success at Bahianaglavan, holds bis 
own in Turkish ground, and hns fonght 
no other engagement. Gen. Olympias is 
still before Belina. On Wednesday ho 
surrounded and cut to pieces two thou- 
sand Turkish soldiers, a few only escap- 
ing by night, all attempts of the Turkish 
army to cross tho frontier being victori- 
ously repulsed. 

Tichnayoff has arrived at Pirot, on tho 
road to Sophia. If he succeeds in reach- 
ing Sophia, ho will command the railroad 
to Constantinople, thus breaking the 
Turkish force at Nesha. Turkish troops 
between Nosha aud Sophia aro ostimatod 
at 20,000. 



London, July 0. — A Vienna dispatch 
reports that the Roman Catholics in Her- 
zegovina have quitted the camp of the in- 
surgents, aud a number have joined the 
Turks agaiust tho Servians, 

London, July 0. — General Tiecherno- 
goff has issuod a proclamation, promising 
Kussia's aid if tho war turns unfavorable 
to the Servians. 

Further details at tho fighting at Sait- 
ohar havo been received, according to 
which 1,300 Servians were killed and 
1,600 badly wounded; they fell into the 
hands of tlio Turks. Tho Turks lost -loO, 
and K00 woro wounded. 

Austria is arming. Officers of tho lino, 
rotervo and iandwher havo boon ordered 
to complete their war oquipmonts imme- 
diately. A new plan for tho mobilization 
of tho' Iandwher lias boen issued ; all rail- 
road companies havo boon ordered to 
keep a certain number of cars roady for 
t ansporta ion service. Military manonu- 
vers have been given up, ns it is cxpoeted 
that two army corps will bo immediately 
plaoud on a solid war footing, 

The Sultan has telegraphed to Bosnia, 
ordering all Musselmea between tho ages 
of 17 and 70 to arms. 

Pbsth, July 0.— Tho Minister of tho In- 
terior has issuod a circular holding tho 
authorities at ictly responsible for tho pre- 
vention of machinations agaiust Turkey. 

Paius, July (>.— It is thought that all 
European powers will adopt tbo policy of 
non-intervention to which Franco is unal- 
terably attached. 

Vienna, July 5.— Tlio Danube monitors 
Loithaand Varo havo bosn ordered to 
Semlin and placed at the disposal of the 
Austrian representative of Belgrade for 
the protection of Austria. A Hungarian 
nrmy division haR been ordered to, rein- 
force tho frontier guard,
